Furmers should 
raiso. their own garden ond field secds, taking 
pains to keop them pure, then thoy will know 
what they aro plantiog, If they wish to chango 
seed or obtain anew variety, the excbango or 
purchase made should be with reliable men, that 
they may be sare the article is puro. 

Tt isa fact well known to all intelligent culti- 
| vatora, that many sorts of sceds deteriorate quite 
rapidly. This may not be obserred in ono eeason, 
but unless great caro is takea with the seed, ino 
fow years the product will bo found eo much do- 
toriated as to bo of little value for uso and utterly 
worthless ond uneale to bo sown ngain. When 
such results follow, itebccomes absolutely neces- 
sary to exchange seed with othor localities or pur- 
obaso at tho warchouse, in order to get started 
agaia. To obviate this, the beat of all grains 
and vegetables each year, should bo reserved for 
the next year's seeding 
—other thiogs being equal—are insured, and the 
quality of the grain is also improved. Tho fa- 
mous Pedigree wheat, about which go much has 
beon said ia American and foreign journals, was 
obtained by following tho plan of selecting tho 
best beada of wheat from the field, ond then the 
best kernels from tho head aud keeping up tho 
process fr years in succession, 

S2 to it, brother farmers, that you plant only 
thabest, bo it field or garden crop; and in geleot- 
ing seed for another year’s growth, select only 
the best. Tako the heaviest wheat, barley and 
oata from tho wionowed pile, and reserve it for 
sowing; pick out the largest and brightest cars 
of corn for planting ; set out this spring, tho best 
garden vegetables you have for the purpose of ob- 
taining the seed, nnd when harvesting it, save 
Jonly the best. I this way you will not only bo 
eure of 6 good crop, but a crop of an improved 
quality. Tho results obtained in this way are 
oaly brought about by careful, paticnt labor 5 
thereforo. be.careful and bave pationce.. 


Tho right use of Tools. 


Many persona have but a limited uso for tho 
same tool, Tho first idea we have of a manuro 
fork is to remove coarse manure, but it is fer bet- 
ter than a spade in a garden. It does not require 
half tbe musoular strength that a shovel or spado 
requires, and the ground can be pulverized much 
better. We use it altogether in tho gardem 
When roots of weeds or grass spring up in a gar- 
don, they can bo romoved more easily with a fork 
than in avy other way. 

Then there is the big hoo. We sbould not 
koow bow to got along without one, yet many 
porsons never uso one where we do, For digging

aud bummocks on meadows no tool is better. 
‘There is the trowel, we think of it for plastering, 
yot for garden purposes no tool is better. An old 
axe that will not bo injured by driving into the 
ground is always one tool for removing forest 
trece. Tho crowbar which was made to handlo 
stone, is an excellent articlo to sot the bean poles 
with when the land is bard. A thin shocknifo, 
which was designed to ont Jenthor, is the best tool 
we bavo ever found to cleft stocks for grafting,

Troe Planting. 


The prezent spring is an excellent time to sot 
out trees. ‘The frost is out of the ground earlier 
than usual, and it can be attended to easier than 
at a later period in epring. New orchards should 
be seen more frequently all over tho State, to 
roplace the old oncs that are dying out. Many 
persons become discouraged in their attempts at 
orcharding in consequence of tho destructive win- 
ter of 1850 and 1857. But we may bave no rep- 
tition of those winters for a century. Certainly 
nothing of the kiod had occurred for a century 
presious, In plintiag an orchard, it should be 
enclosed by itsolf, with a good fence. ‘This is in- 
disposable to suocess. Planting an orchard 
where cattlo and sheep can reach it is a slovenly 
way of doing business. Tbe ground should be 
|well oultivated previous to planting. Plant 
healthy eecdlings and lot them grow till you can 
graft into the tops and you will oon bave on 
orchard. In settiog ont pear trees, sco that the 
ground isin a high stato of cultivation, well 
trenched and well manured. We have seen hand- 
some returns in this State when thee conditions 
were regarded.

Manuring for Corn. 


A correspondent writes oa followa:—Many 
farmers think they cannot raiso corn on andecom~ 
posed manure, I certainly eau doit better, ‘The 
only difference is that it requires more time in pre- 
paring thedresting after itis put in tho hill. My 
mode is to pat the dressing in tho ground, n week 
or two, well hoed into the soil, and cover it ono 
and a balfioch deop, if the soil is light, before 
pluntiog. Sift in a little plaster, so that the 
germ of the seed will not bo injared by the {or- 
mentation of the manuro. It should nevor bo 
thrown into ono placo, but bo mixed with tho 


dressing, or be sifted over the dirt after tbo man- 
ure is hoed in.’” 


Worms in the Head of Sheep. 


A subscriber writes ‘that a quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of spirits of turpentine poured into each 
nostril of a sheep, will in most cases, destroy or 
dislodgo tho grub from tho head. Io has tried 
it in several cases with apparent-success. ‘The 
remedy may bea successful one, but wo bad 
rather use, and should recommend whale oil in- 
stead, as being less liable to injure tho sheep, 
whilo it bas for more than thirty yeara, been a 
standard remedy for the malady. Apply it to 
tho nostrils of tho sheep with a feather (go0s0 
quill) repeatiog tho operation threo or four times 
if necessary. Now is the timo for using it.

Fruit Trees, 


Messns. Borrons:—As the season for ectting 
fruit treea is at hand, Leend you a few sugges- 
tions, on tho subject, ‘whichy if you think suffi- 
ciently worthy, you may give a place in the 
Farmer. 

‘The apple, all things considered, is unquestion- 
ubly, the most valuable fruit that can be cult 
ted, if not more valuable san all others put to- 
gether. From fifteen to tWenty years experience 
in the nursery and orchard, Lam convinced that 
the number of really valosblo varieties that can 
bo successfully cultivated, ore is quite limited, 
and tho number that canbe raiscd for the mar- 
ket, with decided profit, ia much emonller still. It 
ia therefore, of tho bighert importance, that va- 
rietics suited to tho coil abd climate, ebould bo se- 
leoted. ‘Lo many people, this id not always an 
cary task. Catalogues of nurzerymen, filled a3 
they comotimes aro, with # great number of va- 
ricties, all highly recommended, often bewilder 
the inexperienced cultivator. ‘Vo. thoso eeckin 
information on this poist, and doubting whut 
varictics to choose, I can givo no better advico, 
thao to consult Mr. Gooddlo’s report, made tothe:

Deep planting is un error especially to be avoid- 
ed. Probably more trocs fail from this cause, 
than apy othor.

IF the ground 
bas been properly prepared before hind, itis only 
needed to dig the holes 9 as to admit the root 
Without crowding, ond fet the treo the same 
depth it stood ia the nurcry. ‘The ndvieo of a 
skillful planter, was well end’pitbily given, who, 
upon ‘eing asked, “if nan bud a hundred trees 
ty set, how Jarge holes shoald he dig” replied 
“only ove hole for the husdred trees." 

T bave occasionally seen trees that havo sprung 
up by the roud sido, otong rocks and in waste 
places, that ecemed to Nourish in their neglected 
situation, better than they would from all the 
caro, that skill and cullivation could bestow. 
Acting upon suggestions thus given, I have occa- 
sionally eet trees witbout digging any holes what 
over, by upsetting half a artiul or more of good 
soil taken from the road side or other waste place, 
into a hollow, or among rocks in some nook not 
accessible to the plough. Some of tho finest and 
most flourishing treca [ bave, were ect in a bed 
thus prepared. ‘This deposit, rota the soil under- 
neath, which furnishes the best of feeding groond 
for tho roota. I bavo thought there migbt be o 
good deal of land where the wood bss been re- 
cently taken off, that might be advantageously 
converted into fuurishing orchards, by wdopting 
a similar couree. By eclosting quite small trees, 
all that ia necessary would be, to remove a few 
jncbes of tho top soil, ect tbe trees in tho holes 
thus furmed, and cover the roots with a busbel 
or two of rich soil, whicd might be taken slong 
for that purpose, ina cart. If tho ground was 
too rough and uneven to admit of wheels passing 
over it, the soil could te collected inn henp in 


" eannot cat foo wet rowon orgthe full, in winter on a sled, and deposited where 


it could be casily got at, when wanted in the 
spring, The decayed leaves which could be gath- 
cred bear cach tree, would afford an excellent 
alc, 

It would be well for orery one, who intends to 
plant orcbards, to have, what might be called a 
“homo: nureery” of bis own. Iwill suggeet a 
covree, which [ think will prove cwivently suc. 
cceslul. Seleot a piece of land in sod, locate the 
rows twelve or Gltcen {ct apart 0 a6 to admit 
& boreo or ox to pses between: Plough it in 
narrow lunes, by buck furrowing where the rows 
are to stand. You will thoe obtain a double 
depth of soil, much_cegazethon by digging or 
trenobing. If the juinits do nut meet by n. fow 
inobes, ail the better, The burrow and cultivator 
Will GUL up the epaco between. Use the ground 
this ecugon for ony crop you pleaso. This fall or 
next year prepare the ridges fur the reception of 
tho trees, by the use of the cultivator, or somo 
implement that will not disturb the sud, so ns to 
tufn it up. I use for this purpose, an implement 
of which an engraving and description, under the 
namo of The Little Tiller” was given some 
years aga, in tho New England Farmer, by Judgo 
Frenob. I cannot better deseribs it thau to call 
ita “boree subsoil plough.” With this and a 
strong horse, [can mellow ono of those ridges, 
eight to tea inebes deep, in the most thora 
minner. Procuro from como reliable nursery, 
trees of one year’s growth from the bud. These 
will consist ot a single shoot foar to five fect bigh, 
Set them on this ridge, three or four fect apart. 
Every full just before tho enow fulle cover 
these ridges over “with etrong manure, threo or 
four inches deep, which'may be écraped away in

catea of field plowing assert, that tho land fs more casily 
worked by the teat, than on sprig plowed, but it zbould 
bo remembered that'a green crop is turned ucder in tbo 


fall, ns woll as tho spriog, aod as to the latter polnt, if 
tho rollor is used, as already reoommeoded, no great 
dificulty will bo exporlenced. Tho question Ja yet aa

when bis labors ero most abundavt. We conalder ft alsa 
8 principle woll established that the earlier # grato crop 
44, tho coro and better the grain io comparison with tho 
‘ainount of straw, unless it be deferred to e late a period 
in thescasoa, that the ripeniog dots not tako place til 
outuca. 

A word with regard to the application of manures and 
their elfeot way not he cat of place bere. We belfevo it 
to be the growing conviction of intelligent and thinking 
farwers, tbat manure thould be applied to or near the 
surface, thoroughly incorporated with It; that its de- 
composition and dilation thero is vastly preferable to 
the erolution of ita gasses from below. It has never 
beou satlafactorily settied to my salod,how mach is really 
lost by exposure oa tho surface. The dropplogs of var 
dowestio animals, when exposed to tho sun, eeem to bo 
herinetically sealed by the action of ita rays, and ripen 
in that condition, for futuro use. Tho older a wanure 
fs, to a certain extent, the moro productive of immediate 
results, bat in the remote and fataro benefits, to bo de- 
rived fom our forage crops, wo fosl jastifed a the liber- 
al application of green manure. - 

Too fabstitation of tho caltirator and coclter barrows, 
for tho old fashioned barrow, once in ¢o general use, is 
a great {provement in tho caltiration of tha soll, ca 
pecially in the more thoroagh incorporativo of manure, 
with it and tho sowing of grata, We do not geotrally 
cover oar grain in deep osoagh, especially where tho 
roller is oot used afterward, and consequently mach 
more bas to be town, than Is really needed, because to 
mach is oxposed oa the surfaco, that never germinates.

present considered too expensiva, bat nearly eqaal re-

We bare cows to the foregoing conclusions, from our 
observation, practice and experience fa watters portala~ 
log to agricaltare, as wo fod It among us, aod yet wo 
feel that we aro far from comprebendivg the sabject in 
allits entirety. There are so many erer varying olr- 
Gumstances, that allcct us, such as varieties of soll, di 
ference of location, aud alimatio tnfucnees, not to speak 
of the wbject to which oar agricaltare is directed, that 
overy farmer, ia a measure inust bo a law unto bimeclf 
ia condacting bis farm operations. Allour experiments 
‘nd Investixations, have been directed mainly with ref 
erence to the ebaracter of the soll Wasi€ and yet but 
Wery little of practiesl result, can ever bo expected, 
Froth special acalyais. We baro bot just begun to ent 
quire Into tho disturbing in@uences from without, that 
nirendy begin to affect us, and whlch were not o part of 
tho experience of the former cultivators of tho soll, Tho 
phyalcal changes a country undorgoes more or lets affects 
the methods of tillsgo pursued, and require the modifica 
tion of old, or tho application of new priuoipler. Tae 
destruction of our forest, and drying up of out streams, 
and consequent severity of sumer droughts, are bee 
gining™ to modify our metbod of tillage, in’ order to 
Etuppio with thazo ausoree clreumstacces.” To what ox.

Domestic Guano. 


Will you permit a farmer boy to give, through 
tho columns of your-paper, his experienoo iu tho 
ase of hen manure asa fertilizer. As this is my 
frat attempt to writo for ‘the papera,"” very likely 
the greatest use you can mako of it will bu to 
throw it into the grafe. But however [can try ; 
Jand shall give details of unsuccessful as well a3 


successful experiments 
We kcep, veually, aboot a dozen hens, and havo 
room with a tight floor where thoy rocst, 60 that 
is not wasted. In 1 we took 


tho manure 9 
chat had accumulated during the winter and 
4 it with unleached ashes, in about equal 
proportiona, (a3 wo had ecco recommended in 
some paper) and dropped the same in coro _hilla, 
small handful in each, then covered it slightly 
with eoil, dropped on tho corn and covered it. 
Tho result was, that not one kernel in fifty eamo 
up. Upon examination we found that all 
|e corn bad sprouted, but ns aoon as tho roota 
touebed the compost” they were withered and 
burned as by firo. 

Tho next apring, two or threo weeks before corn- 
plantiog, we hauled up come good muck and mixed 
it with guano wo had on hand, at the rato of 
about four parts of the former to one of the Int- 
ter, and tho whole was thrown as lightly 08 pos- 
into a compact pile outal doors. At plunt- 
ing time it was found to be somewbat fermented, 
and tho ingredienta were 69 decomposed and uni- 
ted with each other, that it would pazzle,oo0 to 
tell what tho pile was made of, This was also 
ured to-mAgaro” corn in the hills, © pint or a Jit- 
Jo moro being put in esoh hill, and going over 
about half an acre of ground. All tho corn fiold 
a fiir dressing bf stable manure harzowed in, 
and all except this half acre had a shoyelful of 
well-ratted manure, (some of it hog manure,) to 
each bill, Allof it came up well, but all sum- 
|mer long that with tho. guano under it could 
easily be distinguished by its dark green color and 
thrifty appearance, and the yield of cora was 
folly equal to that of the hog manure, and bet- 
ter than any of the other. 

Since then we bave followed a similar courso 
each year, with as favorable resulta. We 
also tried the compost on garden crops and find it 
highly beoelicial, especially upon cabbagos, which 
were nearly double in sizo whero a small quantity 
as placed under each plant when ect, to what it 
wis when the guano was omitted, 

This may scem asmall matter to some, but if 
every farmer in New Bogland who suffers this val- 
uable fertilizer to bo wasted, should carefully eavo 
and apply the sama, it would bo a gain in thoa,- 
gregato of no yery amall sum.—Uor. New Eay 
land Farmer.

Early Turnips.

FUNERAL OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN, 


Wan Drvauroest, 
Washington, April 15—1.30 A. M } 
To Moj. General Diz 
‘This evening, at. about 9.30 P. M., at Ford's 
Theatro, tho President, while sitting io bis priv- 
ate box with Mrs. Lincoln, Mrs. Harris and Maj 
Rathburn, was shot by an assassin, who sudden- 
ly entered the box and approached bebind the 
President. ‘Tho assassin then leaped upon the 
atage, brandishing « lurge dugger or kmfe, und 
mado his cécapo in the rear of the Theatre. ‘The 
pistol ball entered the back of the President's 
head and penetrated nearly through tho head 
‘Tho wound ia mortal. This Preaidont hag been 
insensible over since it was inilicted, nnd is now 
dying. 
About tho eame bour an assassin, whether the 
ame or not, entered Mr. Soward’s apartments, 
and under pretense of having a preseription, was 
shown to the Scoretary’s sick chamber. Tho as~ 
eassin immedintoly rushed to the bed and inflicted 
two or thrco stabs on tho'throat and two on the 
face. Lt is boped tho wounds may not be mortal 
‘My apprehension is that they will prove fatal 
‘Lhe nuro alarmed Mr. Frederick Seward, who 
was in an adjoining room and hastened to the 
door of his father’s room, when be met the nseas- 
sin, who inflicted upon him one or more dinger- 
‘ous wounds, 
‘Tho recovery of Frederick Soward is doubtful. 
It is not probablo that the President will live 
through the night. 
Gen. Grant and wife wero ndvertised to ho at 
the theatre thia evening, but he started for Bur- 
lington at six o'clock this eveniny 
Ata Cabinct mecting at which Gea. Grant was 
present, tho subject of the state of the country 
and the prospect of a speedy peaco was discuseed 
‘The President was very cheerful and bopetul, 
and spoke very kindly of Gen. Leo and others of 
the confederaoy, and of the establishment of gov- 
ernment in Virginia. 
All the members of the Cabioot, except Mr. 
Seward, are now in attendance upon the Presi- 
dent. 
T have scon Mr. Seward, but ho and Frederick 
were both unconscious

The President and Mrs, Lincoln did not start 
for the theatre until $ o'clock. = 
Speaker Colfax was at the White House at the 
time, and the President stated to him that bo 
was going, although Mra. Lincotn had not been 
well, because the papers had announced that 
Gen. Grant and they were to be presont, and as 
Gen. Grant had gono north, he did not wish the 
audience to be disappointed. 
When the excitement at tho theatre waa at its 
wildest.height, reports wero circulated that Sco- 
retary Seward had also been assassinated. On 
reaching this gentleman's residence a crowd and 
a military guard were found at the door, and on 
entering, it was uscertained that the reports were 
based on truth. Byery body there was go excited 
that ecarcely an intelligible word could be gath- 
ered, but the facts uro substantially os follows : 
About ten o'clock & mon rang the bel, and the 
call having been answered by a colored servant, 
he eaid be bad come from Dr. Verdi, Se 
Stn baer thap nner 
at the ‘same time holding in 


piece of folded paper—and saying in answer to 
tefusal, ‘that bo must see the Secretary, aa ho 
entrasted with particular directions concern 
ing the medicinc.”” Lo still insisted on going 
up, although repeatedly informed that no one 
could enter the chamber. The man pudbed tho 
servant aside, walked heavily toward the Seere- 
tary’s room, and was then met by Mr. Frederick 
Seward, of whom he demanded to sco the Seoro- 
tary, making the same representation which he 
did to the servant. 

What further passed in the way of colloquy is 
not known, but the man strack bim on tho head 
with a billy, scvercly injuring tbe skull apd fell- 
ing bim dlmost ecneoless, “Tho naeawsin tho 
rushed into the chamber and attacked Maj. Sew- 
ward, Paymaster U.S. Army, and Mr. Hansell, 
Messenger of the Stato Departweat and two male 
nurses, dizabling thom all Ie then rushed up- 
on the Secretary, who was lying in ted in the 
samo room, and inflicting three stabs in the neck, 
but severing, it is thought and hoped, no arte- 
ries, though he bled profuecly, ‘Tho assassin 
then rushed down stairs, mounted bis horse at 
the door ond rode off before an alarm could bo 
sounded, and in the samo manner as the assassin 
of the Presideot. 

It is believed that the injuries of the Secreta- 
ry are not fatal, nor those of either of the otbers, 
although both tho Secretary and Assistant Sec- 
retary are yery ecriously injured. 

‘An immente crowd was gathered in front of 
the President’s house, anda strong guard wes 
algo stationed there, many porsons evidently sup- 
posing he would be brought to his home. 

‘The cntiro city to-night presents a sceno of| 
wild excitement, accompanied by viulont expree- 
sions of indignation, and the profoundest sorrow. 
The military suthorities bave despatched 
mouoted patrola in every direction, in order, if 
possible, to arrest the ustassins.

‘Abraham Lincoln died this morning at twenty- 
two mmnates alter 7 o'clock. 

Frederick Seward's skull is fractured in two 
places, besides a severe ent upon the bead. 

‘Tho attendant is still alive, bat hopeless. 
Major Soward's wounds are not dangerous, 

It is pow ascertaincd with reasonable certain- 
ty, that two assasbins were engaged in the hor- 
rible crime,—Wilkes Booth, being the one that 
shot the President; the other was a companion 
of his, whoso namo is not known, but whose do- 
ccription is so clear that be can hardly escape. 

Tt appears from a letter found in Booth’s trunk, 
that the murder was planned before tho 4th of 
Mareb, but fell through then because the accom- 
plice backed out until Richmond could bo heard 
trom. Booth and his accomplice was at the Ji 
ery stable at six o'clock Jast evening, aod left 
there with their horses ubout 10 o'clock, or short- 
ly before tbat hour. 

Tt would scem that they had been for several 
doys eccking their chance, but for gomo unknown 
reason it waa not carried into effect until Inst 
night. Que of them hus evidently made his way 
to Baltimore, ‘The other has not yet been traced.

‘A correspondent of the Baston Journal gives 
the following additional particulars 

‘A gentleman present informs me that the Pres- 
ident was seated in tho box, listening attentively 
to the conclusion of the third act of the play, 
when the assassin entered. Mr. Rathbone of 
Now York, who was in the box, rose to inquire 
the cause of the interruption, but beforo he could 
speak, tho assussin drew a ‘pocket pistol and aim- 
edat the President's bead, fired the fatal ball, 
which entered the back of the bead, coming out 
near the eye. Dropping caren the assesin 
drow a bowie knife, and wounding Mr. Rathbone 
in the shoulder, leaped over the edge of the box 
down on the stage and disappeared behind the 
acenca, escaping by aside dour. He mounted his 
horse and galloped away. 

‘Tho President was stot with a common pocket 
pistol, rezembling « Derringer, which the ussassin 
fired within a few feet of bim Tho fatal ball 
entered the head near tho temple bone, ubout 
three inches from tbe left ear, and penetrated 
nearly to the eye. He fell forward from the 
rocking chair in Which he was seated, intent up- 
on the performance, and remsined inn state of 
ayncope till he breathed bis last breath, at twen- 
ty minutes past seven o'clock this morping.

THREE WIVES. 


I havo besides my town rexidenco in Cecil street 
—which is confined to a suite of two apartments 
fon tho second floor—a very pleasant country 
houeo belonging to a fricnd of nino in Dovon- 
shire: this latter is my favorite seat, and tho 
abode which I profer to call my houso. I liko it 
well when its encircling glens are loud with rooke, 
and their great nesta are being set up high in the 
rocking branches ; I like it when the butterflies, 
thoso courtly ushers of the summer, are doing 
their noiseless mission in its Kouthern garden, oF 
on the shaven lawn before its front; I like it 
when its balustraded roof looks down upon a #ea 
of golden corn and islands of green orchards fusb- 
ed with froit, but most it pleasea ie when logs 
are roaring io its mighty chimnoys, nd Christ- 
mas time is come. Six abreast tho witches might 
ride up them, let their broom sticks pranco and 
curvet na they would. If you entered tho hall 
by tho great door whilo Robert Chetwood and my- 
self were at our gamo of billiard at its further ond, 
‘ou could not recognize our features. 

Tho galleries aro studica of perspectivo, and the 
baro, shining staircases as broad as enrrige ways. 
‘Tho library, sot round from the thick carpet to tho 
eculpture ceiling with ancicnt books, with bi 
clasps and old worn types, and worm-drilled bind- 
ings. The chapel with blazoned saints on tbe dim 
windows and tho mighty corrindors with floora 
of oak and sides of tnpestry, aro pictures of the 

ast, and teach whole obiupters of the book of 
istory: Bed Roso'and Whito Rose, Cavalier and 
Roundhead, Papist and Protestant, Orangeman 
and Jacobite baro cach had their day in old Tro- 
madyn House. When the great doors slum to 
ethor, as they sometiaes will, to the inexprossi- 
Ie terror of the London Butler, they awake « 
series of thunder claps which roll from tho bage- 
ment to garret ; muny a warning havo they given 
in tho good old times to Tremadyns hiding for 
thoir lives, and mony an arras bas beon raised and 
mirror slipped to right or left at that menacing 
sound. To this day, Robert Chetwood often comes 
anew upon come hold in which those who raled 
dofore him have ekulked—sometimes in hig own 
reception rooms, but more commonly in the great 
chambers where he puts his guests. These chatn- 
bers are collossal, with buge carved pillars bear- 
ing up a firmament of needlework, and dressing 
closets Jarge enough for dining rooms. Every 
reon of note who could or could not by possi- 
ility, or dato, or circumstances have slopt thore- 
in, bave had the credit of passing a night within 
‘Tremadyn House, from the Wandering Jew, 
Shokepearo, Queen Elizabeth, down to Charles 
the First? Poter the Great, and tho late Emperor 
Nicholas. Thero has been moro than one murder 
in the Red room, several suicides in the Bluo, 
and ono ghost still bouts those epots in expiation 
‘Tromadyns in loco cuffs and wig, in scarlet and er- 
mine, in armor from top to toe, linw both the gal- 
Jeries—sold by the last Churles Surface of a dis- 
solute race, for ten pounds ten shillings a head. 

(One great Tremadya dynasty hos psceed away ; 
Robert Chetwood, late banker in the city of Lon- 
don, not s0 long ago babker’s clerk, now reigneth 
in their stead. ‘Cho Tromyndvs camo in at the 
time of the scigo of Jericho, or thereabouts, and 
the Chetwoods about ten years bofore the ecigo of 
Sebastopol ; but thero the advantage ceases. 
Thero is no wan kinder to the poor, no man more 
courteous to all men, no man whatever his quar- 
terings, in all Devonshire, with a botter heart 
thon Robert Chetwood, ‘Tremadgn House iso 
to the country, as it ever was, and his old London 
friends aro not forgottin ; a hale and hearty gen- 
tleman, indeed, he is, but be has had many trou- 
bles; he is og’ bappy os any man can be, and it 
was ‘the lose of them that made bim bay tho 
house and give up his old haunts and busy ways 


He saw the nurtory windows wido open to tho air, 
Bat the face of the children they wero no longer there; 


and that, wherever it may bo, is too ead a sight 
to Jook upon. 

But what a wifo tho old man had, to make up, 
‘ag it seemed even to me, for all I eay to me, for 
ono of those lost cbildren, a maiden of ecrenteen, 
was my betrothed bride—the gentlest aod most 
gracious creaturo cyes cver looked upon ; I think 
if Loould write my thoughts of her, I sbould 
move those to tears who never saw her faco, when 
they read, Gertrado died. Sho gave herself to 
me} the old could neyer have given her. I eay 
no more. 

‘This is why Tremadyn House has become to me 
ahomo. It pleases Robert Chetwood to have his 
friend's eon with him, above all because he was 
his daughter's plighted husband, and my father’s 
friend is trobly dear to me es Gerirade’s father. 
When tho Christmas party has dispersed and the 
great house is quite emptied of scores of guests, 
Tstill remain with the old couple over the now 
year, They call we son, as though I wore thoir 
son, and [ call them my pareats. If Heaven bad 
willed it so, dear Gertrude and myself could not 
have hoped for greater wedded happiness more 
between us, than is betweon those two, ‘*Per- 
haps,”’ be says, with a smilo I never saw a young 
man wear, “perhaps it is that my old eyes are 
getting dim and untrustworthy, but Charlotte 
seems to me the dearest und moat pleasant looking 
dame in the world,’’ And his wife makes answer 
that her sight also is just as little to be depended 
on. To cach of them has como tho silver hair, 
and the reverence with it that alone makes it 
beautifal ; and if their steps aro slower than in 
youth, it is not because their bearts are heavier ; 
they ure indeed of those, go raro ones, who make 
us in love with life down even to ita close. They 
always seemed to me as having climbed tho hill 
together their whole lives long, and never waa I 
moro sstonished than upon this New year’s cvo 
when Mrs, Chetwood being with us two in after 
dinner talk, as custom was, when her guests wore 
gone, her husband told bis history.

FAMILIAR SONGS AND HYMNS, 


+ Why do wo Gad prefixed to almost every vol- 
uumo of poctry gome account of the author 7 Are 
Wo not woro interested in nny work, by knowing 
somothivg of the writer, and the circumstances in 
whioh it is written? And does not the samo 
reazoning upply to the words wo sing? 

No attempt will here bo made to givo_author- 
ities, as theso items bavo been gathered from va- 
rious sources, and at different times. 

Porbaps Yuokeo Doodlo, our National Song. 
should first claim our attention. We have even 
this account of ita origin 

In the month of Juno, 1775, whilo the British 
army under Aberarombio were eneamped on the 
east bank of the Hudson, n little south of Albany, 
they wero reinforced by Yankco recruits. As 
thoy poured into camp, their peculiar dress and 
cquipmucnts excited tho mirth of their Eaglish 
fronds. Ono Dr, Sbacksburg, an English sur- 
goon, composed the tano Yankee Doodle, and ar- 
ranged it to words dedicated to raw recruits 
Tho joke took, and, like the name Poritan, which 
was at firat given in derision, it was accepted and 
became our National Song.’ Wo koow it has 
beon said that the tuno existed before this time, 
in Eogland ; bat it mutters not,—tho words and 
the tune havo become one, and will ho whistled, 
sung and played, whilo our nation lives. 

‘Vho Star Spangled Banner, which has been go 

pular daring the present war, was written by 

Francis S. Key, ut Baltimoro, ‘while that city 
was being attacked by tho British cot, in 1814 
Mr. Key baving gono on board one of tho British 
vessels Upon some important errand, was detain- 
ed thero during the buttle.  Anxiously ho strain 
on bia oyes as tho morning light appeared, to co 
if our flag was there, and when he caught. sight 
of the banner oating from the walls of Fort Mo- 
Henry, be is avid to bave taken an envelope from 
his pocket, in the ubsenco of hotter material, and 
coribbled tho thoughts expresed in this hymn. 

The words of America, “My Country 'tis of 
Theo," &o , wore written by Itoy. 8. B, Swith, a 
Baptist clergyman residing in Newton, Masa 
Ho is aleo tho'author of that beautilul mission- 
ary hymn, commencing, “Yes, my native land, 
Jove theo."" Sure, he would have accomplished 1 
noble work, if these two hymns wore all, which 
is not tho case 

“Auld lang syne,” and “Scots wha hae,” as 
ia well known, were written by the poct Burns, 
Whoso life is too familiar to need recording bere. 

Rouget de Lislo, it is said, composed tho Mar- 
scilles Lymn, in tho night, when intokicated. 

Icher (afterwards Bishop) went on Sunday to 

reach for his lutber-io-law the nest day. Lt was 
in North Wales, and thi was to bo the first ser- 
mon preaohed for the Church Missionary Sooicty 
As thoy sat convoraing in the evening, tho Dean 
said to him, '\Now as you area poot, aupposo 
you write a bymn for tho service to-morrow 
morning.” Ho sat himself to the work, and pro- 
duced the missionary hymn, 

“From Greenlond’s ioy mountains,” &o. 

| Io read it, and asked, ‘Will that do?” Ho re- 
plied, “Ay,” and said they would have it print- 
edand circulated in the pews, that tho people 
| might sing it—itecema they had congregational 
singing. But," said Heber, “to what tuno will 
it go?” “Oh, ho replied, “it will go to, 
vas hon the seas we're roaring, 
Ani so ho wrote thoze words at tho top of the 
page. - (he yun wae printed and sung accord- 
iogly. 

‘The author of those swect words that bave en- 
couraged go many despooding hearts, 

Just ag Tani,” &o. 
was Mies Charlotte Elliot, who resided nent Por 
mouth, Eogland. She has. pnblished two small 
volumes, “flours of Sorrow,” and “Hymns for a 
Week,’” besides other short poems 
“7 Jove to steal ambite away,” &o. 

was written by Mrs. Phebe H Brown, of Monson, 
Masa., mother of the Rev. S, R. Brown, #0 long 
missionary teacher in China, aod now miesion- 
ary of the Roformed Dutoh Church, in Japan. 

Dr. Watts complaining of a want of suitable 
church psalmody, was requested to write some- 
thing better, and commenced bis yalunblo ecr- 
vices in that dircetion by writing the bymn com- 
mencing, 

“Behold tbe glories of the Lamb.” 

Is this the reason why this is the first hymn in 
many of our hymn books ?

a mistako was made in regard to the way—the 
spell was broken, and he acknowledged the prov- 
idence of God by writing tho beautitul bymn :

The author of 
“Beat bo tho tle that binds 
Our eouls in Christian Jove,” &c. 

was Dr. Jobn Faweet, an excellent man, While 
young, he had a call toa largo society in London, 
and accepted it. Lis people begged him to ro- 
main, but the wagons were packed. At length 
bis wife cxclaimed,—*Ob, Jobn, John, [ know 
not how to go." ‘Nor Ceither,’” said ho, ‘nor 
will we go. Unload the wagons, and put evory- 
thing in its place as it was before.” The people 
wept for joy. ‘he hymn mentioned was written 
on this occasion. Ho labored among them till 
hie denth, on a sa)ary of less than two hundred 
dollars. 


Robert Robingon wrote 

“Come thou fount of every blessing,” & 
Afterwards be became n backslider. Ridiog in a 
coach at one time,a Indy spoke of that hymn, 
saying sho had derived much benefit from it, 
Ho burst into tears, acknowledging himself the

THE MYSTERIES OF IRON, 


‘Thore is no miraclo rocorded in tho anunls of 
any religion more mysterious, more incompre- 
hedsible, more inconceivable, than some of tho 
well koown properties of the simple metal, iron.

_ Even more wonderful is its change under the 
influence of a curreat of electricity. Whona bar 
of puro, soft iron is welded with on insulated 
Wire and current of electricity is sont through 
tho wiro, tho bar is instantly converted into'a 
magnet, Itis endowed with an unseen forco 
which stretches ont from its ends, and seizing 
any picco of iron within its reach, draws it to 
itself, and holds it in ita invincible grasp. 

‘Tho object of ingulating tho wiro is to provent 
tho eleotrivity from leaving it, and yet through 
thia insulating coat a powor iscxérted which 
changes £0 strangely the naturo of the iron, en- 
abling it to act on substances with which ‘it ia 
not in contact. As s00n ax the circling current 
ceases, tho iron becomes like Samson shorn of 
his locks, its miraculous power bas doparted, 

No less mysterious than cither of these is the 
moro familiar phenomenon of tho full of a piece 
of iron to the ground, under the simplo action of| 
gravitation. \Vhat is that invisible force w 
reaches out in all direotions from tho earth aod 
clutobes all matter in its grasp? The fibres of 
this power are imperceptible to any of our scnsea, 
If wo pass our hands uader a suspended rock, wo 
can feol nothing reaching from it to tho carth, 
yet there is something stretching up {rom tho 


zlearth, taking hold of tho rock and drawing it 


down with tho strongth of a hundred cables ! 
We walk enveloped in mystories, and “ou daily 
lifo is a miraglo.” —Seientific American.
